Georgia was one of the six southern 
states to retain its place in the dem- 
ocratic ranks Tuesday, when it gave 
a plur&lity of approximately 50,000 
votes to the democratic presidential] 
ticket. 

The Empire State of the South 
gave Governor Smith 128,077 votes to 
¥C,550 for Herbert Hoover. It was 
the heaviest vote polled by a re- 
publican candidate for president for 
more than half a century and the tide 
of battle carried into the Hoover ranks 
several hitherto democratic counties. 

With only two small precincts miss- 
ing in Lincoln county and with the 
returns from Dawson county limited 
to the majority for Hoover, the tabu- 
lation included complete unofficial re- 
turns from all over the state. 

Big Counties for Hoover. 

The republican candidate carried 
Richmond county, in which Angusta 
is located, by a vote of nearly two to 
one cver Smith. He also captured 
fulton county by 496 votes out of & 
total of 18,24C. Llowever, Atlanta, 
located in Fulton, went for Smith by 
a 528 vote. 

Four years ago President Coolidge 
polled 30,300 yotes, while Davis, dem- 
ocrat, receiver 125,200, and Lo Fal- 
lette, progressive, 12,691. 

This record-breakng vote for a 
presidential contest was forecast by 
the heavy registration, over 495,000 
Georgians having been qualified to 
vote if they desired to do so, 

Georgia's twelve democratic 
gressmen, were unopposed for reelec- 
tion. Governor L. G. Hardman and 
the entire state democratic ticket, also 
was unopposed with the exception of 
VY. M. Stanley candidate for prison 
commissioner. Staniey apparently 
won an overwhelming victory over 
his opponent A, F. Henslee, a candi- 


date in the democratic primary, who 
ran as an independant. 


State’s Worst Onslaught. 


Georgia sustained the fiercest re- 
publican onslaught it ever has been 
called upon ‘to face. and found it 
necessary to concede liberal gains to 
the ancient party foe. 

Hocver never overtook the demo- 
cratic standard bearers in the sub- 
stantial margin they rolled up in re- 
turns at the very outset of the eount. 
He penetrated deeply, however, into 
traditionally solid territory within the 
state with sufficient decisiveness to 
render it a history-making thrust. 

Not in more than half a century 
had the state’s democracy been called 
upon to defend itself. The efficency 
of the attack it rose out of its ac-

News.)—A little more than four years 
ago, Franklin D. Roosevelt stood in 
Madison Square Garden and nomi- 
nated his friend, Alfred FE. Smith for 
president, dubbing him “the happy 
warrior.” 

Today, Smith reached the end of his 
four-year fight for the presidency in 
a crushing defeat. Roosevelt, too af- 
fected by Smith’s fate to make even 
a perfunctory statement on his own 
apparent victory for the governorship 
of New York, emerged from the elec- 
tion a potential national power in the 


Fate dealt strangely with two men, | 
whose ways of life and rise to promi- 
nence had been so contrasting, yet 
who found so much in commbdn, Smith 
was scarcely more than “happy war- 
rior” than Roosevelt himself. Par- 
tially disabled by paralysis, he fought 
his way slowly back to an active life 
and made a vigorous campaign for 
Smith and himself—for Smith as 
much as himself. 

The result was unexpected. New 
York state, which four times had 
overwhelmingly chosen Smith for gov- 
ernor, turned him down for the presi- 
dency. Yet it preferred his comrade- 
in-arms for governor. Returns today 
showed Roosevelt ran ahead of Smith 
in nearly every county outside New 
York city. There was little doubt 
tonight that Roosevelt would be elect- 
ed governor over his republican op- 
ponent, Albert Ottinger.

AL SMITH PASSES,

WITH NO REGRETS 


Governor Issues Message 

On Election and Says 
He Will Retire From 
Public Life.

New York. November 7.—Alfred E. 

Smith has declared his stormy and 
tempestuous political career at an end 
—just short of its highest goal. He 
announced today he had fought his 
last political battle and that from 
now on “as a high private in the 
ranks of American citizens” he would 
be a spectator from the sidelines. 

“T certainly do not expect ever to 
run for public office again,” he said. 
“l have had all I can stand of it. I 
have given a quarter of a century of 
probably the best years of my life to 
it. 1 will never lose my interest in 
public affairs—that is a sure thing.

“I 
have nothing but pleasant. memories 
of it. There is one thing that the 
figures indicate and that is that no 
man in the country except one got 
more votes for the presidency than I 
did.” 

“Who was that man, governor?” a 


correspondent inquired. 

“Herbert Hoover,” 
with a smile. 

“Do vou want to 
about the results, 
questioners pursued. 

“A Statement has been prepared 
which will be here in a few minutes,” 
he answered. 

It arrived shortly afterwards and 
read : 

“The American people have ren- 
dered their decision. | am a demo- 
crat and J firmly believe in the rule 
of the majority. 

“IT have had a long career in elec- 
tive public office. Yesterday was the 
twenty-first time that my name has 
appeared on the ballot in New York 
state. I am happy and content, tak- 
ing my place as a high private in the 
ranks of American citizens, 

“T have a beart full of gratitude to 
all the people who worked so untiring- 
ly to promote my candidacy and to all 
those who cast their ballots for me.” 

In this way he wound up his un- 
successful drive for the presidency as 
the standard bearer of the democratic 
party, and his statement that from 
now on he was through, marked the 
end of a political career unique in 
many respects in American politics. 

Now that it is over, he said he had 
no plans for the future after retiring 
as governor at the end of the year ex- 
cept that “I am going to work.” 

Tomorrow he expects to leave for

Closing tabulations of Tuesday's 

election have continued to reinforce 
the tremendous popular vote by which 
Herbert Hoover and Charles Curtis 
have amassed majorities in states, 
having 444 electoral units, and left 
Alfred E. Smith and Joe T. Robinson 
leading in others, having only 87. 

The late returns have served only 
to emphasize the immensity of the 
republican sweep that embraced the 
entire west and most of the east and 
also extended into four traditionally 
democratic states of the south—Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Florida and 
Texas. 

With less than a scattered quarter 
of the nation’s precincts remaining 
uncounted, the Hoover majorities have 
rolled up in 40 states. Smith held the 
lead in eight others, six of them in the 
south and two in the east, Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island. Only Ala- 
bama, Georgia, South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Louisiana in 
Dixie- remained definitely under the 
democratic banner. 

When more than three quarters of 
the popular vote had been counted to 
a total exceeding 30,000,000, Hoover 
was pulling away from Smith with 
a marrin of approximately 5,000,000. 
By the same mandate with which it 
selected a republican administration 
the electorate likewise increased that 
party’s »ajorities in the two houses of 
congress and gave republicans a lead 
in most of the 34 gubernatorial con- 
tests. 

Following a trend established early 
on electiou night, the Hoover advan- 
tage swung steadily along in every 
section of the country. It soon 
brought from Governor Smith a con- 
cession of his defeat, to be followed 
by his -nouncement that after a quar- 
ter of a century in politics he expected 
never to run for office again. 

Expressing his gratitude to those 
who supported his cause, the governor 
said the “American people have ren- 
dered their decision; I am a democrat 
and J firmly believe in the rule of the 
majority.” 

At his California home Mr. Hoover 
relaxed in the elation of victory and 
prepared an expression of his grati- 
tude to the public. io

Girl Is Cared for by Society 


Addie May stood outside the sta- 
tion for four long hours. All that 
time she elutched the battered suitcase 
which held all her possessions, and 
stared, unseeing, at the thousands 
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hurried past. ‘Through those 

the color drained from her 
‘cheeks, her knees shook, but she dared 
‘not move. Addie May was scared to 
death of the city and its noise. 

This was a _ typical 
Travelers’ Aid society, one of the agen- 
cies supported by the Community 
Chest, and it was a worker for the 
society who saw and recognized the 
girl s plight:

She had to find work. Back home was 
a bed-ridden father and poor old 
Granny who could scarecly keep up 
the tiny house which the mill people 
had let them have after the plant shut 


down. 
Little Schooling. 


Addie May had had very little 
schooling, there was nothing she could 
do but operate a loom and that not 
too expertly. But she had to have 
work, she had to have a place to stay, 
she had to have money with which 
to eat. 

Addie May got all these things. First 
she was taken in charge by the kind 
lady at the station. She was comfort- 
ed and she was fed. A simple job 
in a big store was found for her and 
she was taken to a family whose 
spare bedroom seemed made for Addie 
May and another girl. At night they 
went to classes where an expert dieti- 
cian taught them to cook. A year of 
this and Addie May was found a 
place as housekeeper for a wealthy 
farmer. She was given a little house 
in which her father and her granny 
are finding some measure ‘of health. 

This reads like a fairy tale, but it 
is an actual case, one of thousands 
in which the Travelers’ Aid society 
has rendered immediate and necessary 
assistance. The society, with ten 
trained workers, meets 144 trains daily 
and recently has extended its activi- 
ties to the bus stations. In the past 
year assistance has been given 22,000 
sick, bewildered and unfortunate 
travelers, many of them being saved 
from the menace of tragic disaster. 

It is for this and thirty-seven oth- 
er agencies that funds will be asked 
in the Community Chest campaign 
which begins November 19.

Governors Elected 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Washington, November 7.—Not- 
withstanding the Ho-ver sweep on 
Tuesday, there was a_ surprisingly 
small number of upsets in the guber- 
natorial races, and figures compiled 
on the kasis of two-thirds of the vote 
show that democratic gubernatorial 
candidates generally won out where 
they were expected to win, and that 
republican candidates did likewise. 

Thirty-four state chief executives 
were chosen, a majority of whom were 
republicans. Nevertheless, in such 
states as Utah and Montana, the dem- 
ocrats were successful, while in New 
Jersey and Arizona the republicans 
gained control of the governorship, in 
Arizona unseating, on the basis of Iat- 
est returns, the yeteran George W. VU’. 
Hunt. The outcome was a republican 
gain of three governors—in Arizona, 
New Jersey and Ohio. 

On the basis of the returns incom- 
plete in many cases, these candidates 
were successful, and in only one or 
two instances are there enough votes 
outstanding to change the result:

Chicago, November 7.—(4’)—Rogers 
Hornsby, Boston Braves manager and 
second baseman, was. purchased by 
the Chicago Cubs tonight. The deal 
was completed over the telephone by 
William L. Veeck, president of the 
Cubs, and Judge Emil Fuchs, Boston 
chief executive. 

A large sum of money and five 
players figured ‘in the deal, which 
brought ‘the former St. Louis Cardinal 
manager and Giants’ second baseman 
to the Chicago club. 

$200,000 Is Paid. 

President. Veeck intimated that 
close to $200,000 was paid for the 
“Rajah” of baseball in addition to 
the five players. The players going 
to the Boston club include two reg- 
ulars, Second Baseman Freddie Ma- 
guire and Percy Jones, southpaw 
vitcher, a rookie hurler, and two mem- 

ers of the Readi&g, Va... club. The 
Reading players are Louis Leggett, 
eatcher, and Harry Seybolt, 
hand = piteher.. Bruce Cunningham, 
young hurler purchased from J.os An- 
geles at the close of the season, com- 
pletes the quintet. 

Consummation of the deal, one of 
the largest in the history of baseball, 
brings to an end baséball gossip that 
had Hornsby a member of the Cubs 
at the opening of the world series, 


Marks New Epoch. 


It also marks another epoch in the 
turbulent diamond career of the for- 
mer St. Louis Cardinal manager and 
New York Giants’ second baseman. 

Hornsby’s travels began at the start 
of the 1927 series, after he had led 
the Cardinals.to a world’s champion- 
ship over the New York Yankees, In 
the most sensational trade of the sea- 
son, Hornsby went to the Giants for 
Frankie Frisch, flashy New York sec- 
ond sacker. 

Although ranking well up among 
the hitters last year as a member of 
the Giants and playing a bang-up 
game at second hase, the opening of 
the 1928 season found Hornsby wear- 
ing a Boston. Braves uniform. He went 
to Boston in a-trade that involved 
several players of little note. 

Became Manager. 

With the resignation of Slattery as 
manager early in the season, Hornsby 
assumed control of the lowly Braves. 
Despite his individual hitting efforts 
that carried him to another National 
league batting title, Hornsby was un- 
able to make any appreciable show- 
ing with the Boston club. 

In purchasing the Boston manager 
the Cubs take over his contract, which 
is said to call for annual salary of 
$40,000.

Perhaps this should be corrected to say, “The two teams that MAY 
meet Saturday.”” Neither mentor has definitely decided yet what line- 
up will start the game but one guess is just about as good as another

Before listing the names let it be chronicled that no two 
squads ever met in an important game where the entire teeam 
average and the line average was more nearly equal than in this 
one.

From end to end the probable starting lineup of the Jackets aver- 
ages 184.8 pounds per man, while the Vandy line averages 183.8 per 
man.

15-8 to 1 3-4 cents to 
9 1-8 cents net lower. Corn finished 
nt 1-8 cent to 1-4 cent off, and pro- 
visions carrying from 2 cents setback 
to a rise of 20 cents. 


Liquidating sales on the part of 
holders of wheat future deliveries, De- 
cember in particular, began soon after 
wheat trading started. In contrast 
with New York stocks, which advance. 
ed on account of election results, 
wheat values commenced with an un- 
certain trend, but soon went down- 
grade. Early selling of wheat was 
generally associated with Liverpoo! 
quotations lower than expected and 
with Argentine dispatches reporting 
improvement of the wheat crop out- 
look, especially news that Argentine 
rust damage advices were untrue. 
Houses with connections northwest led 
the selling which pressed wheat values 
down. Little buying support devel- 
oped, except such as came from prev- 
jous sellers and from resting orders 
to purchase on declines. 


Corn displayed notable resistance to 
selling pressure. One reason was pre- 
vailing wet weather, unfavorable for 
husking and for movement of new 
corn. Moreover, corn receipts today 
were relatively small, only 199 cars 
arriving in Chicago against 312 cars 
a week ago. 

Oats were unsettled, influenced by 
wheat. 

For the most part, provisions held 
about steady.
